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I the past few months we have at- 
tempted to bring you interesting in- 
formation on several of the committees 
within the Chicago Dental Society— 
thanks to the men who have worked long 
and hard on these committees and have 
shared their knowledge with us. These 
committees are very important to all of 
us, as, for example, the Legislative and 
Law Enforcement Committee which, as 
you know, has been waging a long battle 
against illegal dentistry. 

This committee is set up under the 
bylaws of the Chicago Dental Society, 
and its duties are as follows: “This com- 
mittee may sponsor such legislation as 
will be to the best interests of the public 
and the dental profession provided that 
such sponsorship shall be contingent upon 
approval of the Board of Directors. It 
shall report to the Society all pending 
legislation of interest to the dental pro- 
fession and its conclusions thereon. It may 
also report to the Society the views of 
candidates for public office on matters of 
professional interest to the membership, 
provided first that such report shall be 
approved by the Board of Directors. This 
committee shall cooperate with the 
proper authorities to facilitate enforce- 

ment of the Dental Practice Act.” 
The Legislative and Law Enforcement 
Committee meets monthly; it is composed 
of 15 members selected by the Board of 
Directors and representing the various 
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branches of the Society. The current com- 
mittee numbers 3 men from the West 
Suburban Branch, 3 from the Northwest 
Side, 2 from North Suburban, 1 from 
Englewood, 2 from Kenwood, 2 from 
North Side and 2 from the West Side. 
There is a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, 
and a Director (not a dentist) who is 
employed by the Society to coordinate the 
activities of the committee. The commit- 
tee is divided into five subcommittees, 
each having specific duties. These are the 
Legal Action Subcommittee; the Political 
Action Subcommittee ; Publicity and Pub- 
lic Relations; Policy, Professional and 
Trade Relations; and Members Infor- 
mation. At the Committee meetings a re- 
port of subcommittees and discussion 
take place regarding all problems com- 
ing within the scope of the committee 
and recommendations are made to the 
Board of Directors for their consideration. 

This Committee has had a history of 
relative periods of feverish activity and 
of serene quietude, depending upon pre- 
vailing conditions. Back in the heyday of 
the advertising dentist it was a very active 
committee indeed, and it was largely in- 
strumental in framing the current Den- 
tal Practice Act, which all but sounded 
the death knell for the leeches within the 
profession. There followed a period of 
relative inactivity for several years, then 
came the advertising laboratories and the 
reactivation of the Committee. In 1950 
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the Injunction Suit was started. The fol- 
lowing year saw the reorganization of 
the Committee for the purpose of improv- 
ing its usefulness as an agent in com- 
batting illegal dentistry. Since that time 
almost its entire effort has been directed 
to this end. During the last Legislative 
session when House Bill 1118 was intro- 
duced which would have legalized direct 
service to the public by the laboratories, 
this committee assisted in its defeat. 
Much has been accomplished, viz: Con- 
trol of illegal laboratory advertising in 
metropolitan, neighborhood and church 
newspapers; the creation of a file in the 
Central Office of the names and addresses 
of illegal laboratories, as well as various 
items of evidence against them; the 
channeling of such evidence to the Dept. 
of Registration and Education and to the 
State’s Attorney’s office for prosecution; 
the accumulation of evidence and bring- 
ing before the Board of Dental Examiners 
in revocation proceedings some fifteen 
dentists associated with the illegal labora- 
tories; agreement with leading drug out- 
lets to eliminate objectionable “reliner” 
advertising; the initial groundwork lead- 
ing to the Postal Department’s action in 
proceedings to enforce the mail order 
denture act—these and numerous other 
incidental activities all designed to 
eventually rid us of the scourge of illegal 
advertising. This committee has also 
made every effort, now apparently suc- 
cessful, in getting the Donnelley Co. to 
remove objectionable advertising from 
the Red Book. 

Present activity continues along the 
same line, but it will have to be intensi- 
fied when and if the Supreme Court of 
the United States refuses to hear the ap- 
peal of the illegal laboratories now pend- 
ing before it. This will mean that ‘it will 
then be a matter of securing evidence 
against the violators and getting it 
properly presented in court. In other 
words, the entire membership is going to 
have to get its feet wet and get into the 


fight in order that we may properly 
capitalize on a situation cut to our own 
measure. What can the individual dentist 
do to cooperate? Several things: 


1. First and foremost—-DO NOT 
send patients to dental laboratories. You 
cannot tell them not to patronize dental 
laboratories in one breath and send them 
to one with the next. 


2. Know your laboratory. Ethical 
laboratory owners tell us that many 
ethical dentists continue to send work to 
phonies who are working both for the 
profession and for the public. “Be sure 
they’re pure!” 

3. Keep the Central Office (Mr. 


Stephens, Program Director, L&L Com- 


mittee) informed of any knowledge which 
may come to your attention of any of 
the illegal operators. Should you wind 
up with a victim of one of these out- 
fits, try to ascertain as tactfully as pos- 
sible any or all of the following infor- 
mation: Name and location of labora- 
tory. Name of operator or owner. Name 
of dentist present if any. Dates of 
visits. Amount of money paid and to 
whom; whether receipts were given for 
same. Name and address of patient and 
whether he or she is angry enough to be 
of help in eliminating the racketeers. Any 
part of this information is valuable. 

4. Keep yourself informed of develop- 
ments in the field of dentist-laboratory 
relations. Read the news letters of the 
Joint Policy Committee and your Dentist- 
Laboratory Chats page in the Illinois 
Dental Journal. Keep abreast of the ac- 
creditation program being developed and 
be prepared to support it 100 per cent 
when it becomes effective. Its potentiali- 
ties for good to both profession and craft 
are unlimited, but anything less than 
complete cooperation from the profession 
will foredoom it to failure. 

Now that we all know the score, let’s 
get in there and pitch!—Orville (Coun- 
try) Larsen.

EDITORIAL 


“As Ye Sew.. .”* 


This is a composite story taken from the seamy side of life. It revolves around 
a guy named Harry. You and I would have liked Harry. He was a great fellow 
at a party, an enthusiastic social drinker, a real sport—and a top-flight dental 
technician. In a short tick in the clock of his lifetime he could have been a 
valued, trusted and respected ally of dentistry. Now if one is valued, trusted 
and respected by a great profession, then it should be obvious that the Lord has 
been kind to one, and one should frequently count his blessings and feel an all 
pervading calm contentment over achieving such priceless intangibles. Not 
so with our hero. Harry’s character developed a seam—a seam wherein the 
qualities of honesty and integrity were stitched to avariciousness, greed, and 
deceit and the thread was rotten! For Harry (when the seam came up), 
gambled that his limited mechanical skills could, illicitly, and safely provide 
back-door dentures to the gullible. Since Barnum astutely observed that “one 
is born every minute,” Harry was not lacking “clinical material.” Soon the prices 
of Harry’s suits and automobiles went up, and the vintage of his Scotch went 
up. The bubble of his fortunes went up, too. Until one day—well, have you 
ever watched a soap bubble—a great big soap bubble, burst? 

The last time I saw Harry he was listening to Judge Scallen’s solemn pro- 
nouncement “This court sentences you to one year in the Detroit House of 
Correction.” It could not have happened to a nicer guy. You and I would 
have liked Harry. 

Since the year of 1947, ninety-one Harrys have been arrested for malpractice 
and bootlegging dentistry in Michigan. Seventy-two have been convicted. Not 
all have been laboratory technicians. In the ranks of these dental Dillingers 
march hygienists, assistants, laymen and, sad to relate, practicing dentists. Of 
the twelve cases brought to court since April 1, 1956, eleven were laboratory 
technicians and one a dentist. In the Detroit area, our profession owes a sincere 
expression of appreciation to Judge Scallen of Recorder’s Court, in particular, 
for his profound appreciation of the role of professional ethics in protecting 
the dental health of Michigan’s citizens. Other jurists seem to regard to perpe- 
trations of Michigan’s dental underworld with indifference. But then, you and 
I would, probably like them socially. Cometh the next election, consult the 
Office of the Secretary of the Michigan State Board of Dentistry for the thumb- 
nail sketches. 

The maintenance of Michigan’s high professional code rests, mainly, on two 
factors. First, the fine basic moral fibre and excellent academic indoctrination 
of the man beside the chair. Secondly, the devotion-to-cause of the seven dedi- 
cated men who comprise the personnel of our State Board. Read their names 
with no little reverence, for were it not for their efforts, our profession might 
be hip-deep in the ill-fitting carcinogenic prosthesis of legions of Harrys, and 
your hard-won sheepskin might be a mere token on the wall. It could have been

that these laboratories must be members 
of the Ill. Dental Laboratory Ass’n. The 
opposition—that is, those laboratories 
who are not members of the Ass’n.— 
take the view that for a closer relation- 
ship of laboratory men and dentists to 
be established—with a subsequent elimi- 
nation of the illegal laboratories—it is 
necessary for the technician and owner 
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to take a complete course in the biologic 
sciences as well as the technologic to 
raise their professional standards, pass 
the State Registration requirements and 
be licensed by the State to perform lab- 
oratory services for the dentist exclusively ; 
and therefore be subject to legal penalties 
if they violate the code, just as dentists 
and physicians would be if they should 
practice illegally. What are your views? 
The Federal Trades Commission will hold 
open public hearings on the rules for 
dental laboratories on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 4th. More of this later. . . . Did 
you send in your reservation for the 
Uptown Forum’s Decennial Seminar at 
Oakton Manor?
